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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being Indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In lines 1 and 2 it is stated that the "pump has a body", 
however the term "body" is previously used when referencing the "disk shaped body" 
making the new reference unclear. This is confusing and a term such as "casing" or 
"housing" would be more specific when referring to the "pump body". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hani 
5.215,443. 

Hani discloses a high pressure liquid pump, that is provided with a coupling gear 
160, a swash plate comprising: a rotating disk shaped body (3 or 103 in Fig 4) that is 
rotatable about a rotation axis; an annular seat provided in said disk shaped body 34 
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and which is inclined with respect to the rotation axis of said disk shaped body; sliding 
means 33 for heads of said axial pistons accommodatable in said seat; a toothed 
circumferential portion 30 provided monolithic with said disk shaped body that is coaxial 
to said rotation axis and is coupleable kinematically to the gear of said pump, the pump 
being functionally connected to motor means (see col.3, lines 31-38). Hani also 
discloses that swash plate of claim is made of plastic material (see col.3, lines 28-30). 
Hani further discloses that the pump has a body with a rotation pivot 166 pivoted 
thereon, and that the swash plate comprises a central hub 165 that is provided on said 
disk shaped body for coupling to the rotation pivot that is pivoted to the pump body (see 
Fig. 4).
